Dr. Henry Eyring, distinguished pro- 
fessor of Chemistry and dean emeritus 
of the Graduate School, was the main 
speaker at the 1967 Academic Convocation 
of the University of Utah College of Medi- 
cine held June 10 in the Pioneer Memorial 
Theatre. 

Fifty-two graduates received the cov- 
eted M.D. degree from Dr. Kenneth B. 
Castleton, dean of the College of Medi- 
cine. Edward W. Clyde, chairman of the 
University’s Board of Regents, cited the 
special awards. 

Dr. Eyring’s address, "Chemistry in 
Medicine — Keeping Up With the Times,” 
emphasized the responsibility of physi- 
cians to remain abreast of the ‘‘onrush of 
scientific and technological information” 
which is faced in today’s world of dis- 
covery. 

One of the nation’s most respected 
physical chemists, Dr. Eyring is best 
known for his "Absolute Rate Theory” 
and his ‘‘Application of Quantum Mech- 
anics.” Dr. Eyring received the National 
Medal of Science Award from the Presi- 
dent of the United States in 1966.
